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This is a response to the petition under 37 CFR 1.59(b), filed October 26, 2004, to expunge 
information from the above identified application. 

Petitioner requests that documents submitted in an Information Disclosure Statement (IDS), 
filed October 26, 2004, be expunged from the record. Petitioner states either: (A) that the 
information contains trade secret material, proprietary material and/or material that is subject 
to a protective order which has not been made public; or (B) that the information submitted 
was unintentionally submitted and the failure to obtain its return would cause irreparable 
harm to the party who submitted the information or to the party in interest on whose behalf 
the information was submitted, and the information has not otherwise been made public. The 
petition fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(h) has been paid. 

This is an unexamined application. The examiner has not had an opportunity to review the 
submitted material to determine its pertinence to patentability of the application. 
Accordingly, it is not appropriate to make a final determination of whether or not the material 
requested to be expunged is "material," with "materiality" being defined as any information 
which the examiner considers as being important to a determination of patentability of the 
claims. 

During prosecution on the merits, the examiner will determine whether or not the identified 
document is considered to be "material." If the information is not considered by the examiner 
to be material, the information will be returned to applicant. 

The petition to expunge is at this time DISMISSED . 



Upon termination of prosecution of the application applicants should submit a renewed petition 
to expunge the proprietary material. No fee will be due for the renewed petition.
